teenth annual reunion of the Galley 
family which Is being held today In 
the wove near tlie old Galley home- 
strad at Dlckarson Run. Tho day Is 
mi Ideal ouc and relatives from near- 
by towns and a distance are out in 
lufge numbers. The Galley reunion 
was projected by the lato Henry Gal- 
ley, who died before realizing tho 
hope ot «efing his numerous rela- 
tives assembled 
together, 
but 
his 


plans were successfully carried out 
by his daughter, Mi»a Henrluttn, who 
has worked earnestly for tho success 
of tlm reunion. 


The history of the Gulley family In 


America begins with Peter Galley, 
who omltcr.ited to America from Ger- 
many about the year 1770 and settled 
in Lancaster county, Pn. Ho was mar- 
ried to Miss Sophia Sterne about tho 
year 1773. To them wore horn two 
children, n son and daughter. Peter 
Galley died soon after the death of 
his daughter, and his son, Phillip, wns 
taken charge of by his uncle, Phillip 
Sterne- to •nhom ho was uftonvantK 
bound until he became ot age. Phil- 
lip Sterne was a citizen of Donegal 
township, Lancaster county, nnd wns 
engaged In tho farming and nursery 
business, , Ho was a successful busi- 
ness man and raised tho sold Phillip 
Galley to Industry, sobriety and-hon- 
esty. Sophia, tho mother ot Phillip 
Galley, afterwards married 
a 
man 


named Aiickerman, a Hessian ,and to 
them wero bcrn onu son and live 
daughters. They moved to what was 
then called tho West and settled In 
Tyrone 
township, 1'ayette 
county. 


Phillip Gnll'iy learned the 
weaving 


tiado and grafting of fruit trees, as 
well as farmlne. Ho married 
Mad- 


galena Newcomer, daughter ot Pctor 
end Catharine Newcomer, of Lancas- 
ter county. After their marriage they 
moved to Frederick county, Md., and 
later settled 
In Tyrone township 


where a number of Lancaster county 
people ha.1 settled. The Broad Ford 
nnd Mt. Pleasant railroad now runs 
through tho Galley farm that Phillip 
Galley bought, Morgan station being 
on a part of the farm. Phillip Galley 
wns born nbout tho year 1775 and 
died In 1552. His wlfo died August 
1351, 


In tho ton yoars Interval between 


the flrst reunion and the second gen- 
eral reunion hold August 88, 1907, tho 
organization with P. O. Smith, Presi- 
dent, Miss Henrietta Galley, Secre- 
tary, and P. O. Oglovoo, Treasurer, 
was maintained and a meeting held In 
the reunion grovo on tho last Wednes- 
day In August each year. These an- 
nual meetings of the family were only 
smaller In cumber than tho "big reun- 
ion," they lacked nothing In enthusi- 
asm and pleasure for those who at- 
tended them from year to year. Mem- 
bers of tho family gather from 
the 


neighborhood, Fayette and adjoining 
counties and on nearly every occasion 
thera aro somo present from Western 
States. A feature ot the reunions Is 
the flood country dinner and the In- 
teresting addresses made by 
older 


members of tho family. Thoro are 
over 700 . descendants cf the Galley 
families nnd about 200 ot tho number 
Is at the reunion today.

Jobbers In Territory Between Buffalo 


and Plttsburg on 
the 
East 
and 


Mississippi River on West Will B« 
Beneficiaries if Opinion is Sustained 


Chicago, Aug. 25.—Manufacturers 


and producers generally of tho terri- 
tory lying between Buffalo, Plttsburg 
and Parkersburg on the east and the 
Mississippi river on the west are re- 
Earded as the greatest beneficiaries 
by the majority decision of the United 
Stated circuit court permanently en* 
Joining the Interstate commerce com- 
mission from enforcing its seaboard 
and Missouri river through rate in 
the famous Mleaourl river rate case. 


The opinion of Judges Grosscup and 


KoulB&iLt (.fudge Bakur dissenting) if 
sustained by tile supreme court of the 
United States will greatly curtuil the 
power of the commission over trans- 
portation- rates, restricting it to a 
sort of police court adjudication ol 
apeciuc cases of alleged discrimina- 
tion. The rate making power remains 
In the hands of the railroads. 


The commission's order of June 24, 


1908, reduced tbe rate on first-class 
freight from the Atlantic seaboard 
(east of Buffalo, PittMiurg and Park- 
ersburg) 
to 
.Missouri river points 


from }1.4T to Sl.ZS. This order wax 
issued upon representation of Missouri 
river manufacturers and jobbers that 
the seaboard rate of $1.15 to Mlnue- 
apollt and St. Paul was a discrimina- 
tion against them, Inasmuch as the 
Minnesota cities, using the cheaper 
water rate of the Mississippi boats, 
were able to undersell them in their 
own 
territory 
on 
articles 
coming 


originally from the seaboard. 


In their opinion Judges Groescup 


and Kohlsaat held that congress, in 
creating the interstate commerce com* 
mission had not intended to place a 
pewer in the hands of a few men to 
build up one community or to ruin 
•another. They held that in ordering 
the through rates at issue the com- 
mission 
has greatly 
exceeded 
Its 


powers. 


In 
dissenting, JudKe Baker dis- 


cussed this point at length, declaring 
that the commission, in ordering the 
through rates, had' done nothing- more 
than the railroads have always done.

it is that lie fishes during weary hours

"There Is nothing of the air, of the 


earth or of the water more shy and 
suspicions than the black bass, and 
the sight of a person, walking or talk- 
ing or making any movement, on the 
shore or hank or 'in the boat invari- 
ably results in a. determination on 
•the-part of this wary flsh to seek oth- 
er teed ing grounds at once or to ab- 
stain, from dining that day, be tha bill 
of fare ever BO much to its taste and 
temptingly served. 


"There may be times when it 
Is 


whin1, or caprice that -prompts 
tho 


black bass to ignore baits and Hu'es 
that have only a short time 
before 


seoinyd to its liking, but more 
fre- 


quently the black bass has discover- 
ed the person who Is offering them 
and iiusnectlng his disinterestedness 
resists the tamptatlon. 


"To pick out a fishing ground that 


gives promise ot a black bass It is 
ueOKRsnry that you should know some- 
thing about tho fish's habits. 
This 


gnme i!sh is ever at Its best in run- 
ning water—In rivers or large creeks. 


"The bt.ss chooses to he near rocks, 


preferring water 10 or 12 feet deep 
la the day time, seeking deeper water 
at night; and here Is something that 
two out ol every ten block bass flsh- 
criuen have been slow In discovering 
about black bass fishing. The very 
biggest and gnmust 
of

mouth bass will come to the killing 
at night. 


"Ho lies In tho,deepest water then, 


and a lively 
minnow—the
